NPCA land deal not good one for taxpayers: MPP

Cindy Forster doesn’t like it 

The Welland riding MPP says the 
deal the Niagara Peninsula Conserva¬ 
tion Authority made in March to pur¬ 
chase 15 acres of the former Easter 
Seals camp in Wainfleet isn’t money 

“I don't believe that the deal was 
a good one for taxpayers," the New 
Democtatsaid “And at the end of the 
day, you end up with 27% of a parcel 
of land for probably 80% of the origi¬ 
nal purchase price.” 

The NPCA announced recendy 
it had purchased a 15-acre chunk 
of the 54-acre plot of land along the 
Lake Erie shoreline from Lakewood 
Beach Properties Ltd. for $1,975 mil¬ 
lion plus a development fee waiver 
from the Township of Wainfleet At 
the request of the NPCA, township 
council waived a requirement that 
would have seen Lakewood Beach 
Properties give up 5% of the remain¬ 
ing 39 acres to Wainfleet for park land 
dedication, or cash in lieu. NPCA 
CAO Tony D’Amario said the cash 
in lieu was pegged at approximately 
$500,000. 

The developer outbid the NPCA 
for the 54-acre property in 2006 and 
bought the land from the Ontario 
Society for Crippled Children for 
$3.125 million. The NPCA had offered 
$2.5 million. 

The Ontario Municipal Assess¬ 
ment Cotp. put a 2014 value of $5,293 
million on the 54 acres. D’Amario said 


the NPCA paid below market value 
for the 15 acres. The NPCA had a peer 
review of the developer’s appraisal of 
the land that put a value of $2.75 mil¬ 
lion to $2.95 million 
Wainfleet Mayor April Jeffs, who 
is vice-chair of the NPCA board, said 
the loss of the land to a developer 
when it was sold in 2006was an issue 
she heard time and again while on 
the 2000 campaign trail. She said the 
price the NPCA paid is fait 

“Here we are (eight) years later... 
there's inflation, and (the developer 
has) put different things into the prop¬ 
erty, like different (planning) approv¬ 
als,” Jeffs said “It’s one of those things, 
if you compare it to the regional pur¬ 
chase, I think we did really well with 


from the constituents here in Wain¬ 
fleet and even beyond, has been pos¬ 
itive feedback” 

The regional purchase Jeffs is refer¬ 
ring to is the Niagara Region beach 
just west of the NPCA’s new plot In 
the release announcing the purchase, 
D'Amario references the Region's pur¬ 
chase of the waterfront property. The 
release notes the Region purchased 
that 3.34-acre property in 2010 for 
$1.35 million. The Region beach is 
425 feet wide with an average depth 
of 118 feet The NPCA beach is wider 
at 519 feet, but documents show the 
average depth of Lakewood Beach is 
only 66 feet Measured in square foot¬ 
age, the Region beach is 50,150 square 
feet while the NPCA beach is 34,254 
square feet 

Prior to the sale to the NPCA, the 


developer’s plans were to build 41 
condominiums on 39 acres. Devel¬ 
opment on the remnant 15 acres is 
limited as the beach and sand dunes 
leading to it are habitat for the endan¬ 
gered Fowler’s toad 

“There’s constraints on the land, 
there's a Fowler’s toad area, and we 
have to recognize that" D'Amario said. 
“So the plan would be that the site will 

There's no question there is going to 
be a Fowler’s toad habitat preserva¬ 
tion area. We may take the opportu¬ 
nity to do some kind of interpretation 
for people to see, to understand (the 
toads). Access to the water is another 
issue thatwill probably come up." 

The entire Lakewood Beach is pro¬ 
tected Fowler’s toad habitat, meaning 
no development can take place on it 
According to the Ministry of Natural 
Resources, even beach maintenance 
of Fowler's toad habitat is restricted. 
"Beach maintenance activities such 
as grading, grooming, clearing of 
algae and mechanical removal of sand 
(except when performed in a manner 
or time of year that maintains habitat 
functionality for Fowler's toad),” is not 
acceptable, the MNR says on its web¬ 
site. "Recreational use of beach areas 
that does not result in compaction of 
the sand” is acceptable. 

“My anticipation is there will be 
some kind of public access to the 
beach. We would have to be mind¬ 
ful of the Fowler's toad and how to 
get there," D'Amario said, suggest¬ 
ing a boardwalk over the dunes to the 
beach may be required 

Forster sees the purchase of the 
land as a bigger benefit to the devel¬ 
oper then taxpayers. 

“At the end of the day, the taxpayers 
of Niagara and the taxpayers of Wain¬ 



fleet actually paidforapieceof land that's 
undevelopable so that a developer could put 
up half a million dollar condominiums," For- 

In February 2012, Niagara Region coun¬ 
cillors, in a tie vote broken by chairman Gary 
Burroughs, voted against directing staff to 
enter negotiations to purchase 26 acres of the 
Wainfleet property from Lakewood Beach 
Properties. Documents show the developets 
wanted $7.5 million. Councillors Bart Maves, 
David Barrick Jeffs and West Lincoln Mayor 
Doug Joyner all voted to direct staff to enter 
negotiations. All, with the exception of Bar¬ 
rick who is now an NPCA senior managei; are 
NPCA board members. Coun. Brian Baty, also 
a board member, voted against the motion. 

"If it wasn’t a good deal for the Region to get 


26 acres, then how could this (buying 15 acres) 
be a good deal,” Forster said 

Welland regional Coun. George Marshall, 
like Forster, does not approve of the deal 
between the NPCA and Lakewood Beach 
Properties. 

“This is a subject we’ve already dealt with,” 
Marshall said. “I thinkitwas in 2012, when 
we decided not to use regional money to pur¬ 
chase 26 acres. Whether it was a close vote or 
not is essentially irrelevant—council decided 
not to do it Then you’ve got the NPCA using 
regional dollars to acquire that land. It's not 
good form. 

"It’s not something I’mhappy about Idon't 
think it was agood deal then, Idon’t think it's 
a good deal now. I don’t think it's good use of 
taxpayer dollars.”
